Of libcrly of conscience, 


either as nn abstraction or as atl absolute 
right, they had no conception. It wasthcir 
dread of the results ol such a liberty thai 
liad prompted, in I'irl, their self-exile to 
the new world. The liiblo was their only 
recognized authority, and to lhat authority 
they claimed, for themselves uud for all 
who in any way might be placed uudcr 
their control, the most complete and uu- 
liesilaling surrender. 
liy Ihb charter of the 


colony, the original corporators possessed 
absolute Jurisdiction ove; its territory, and 
this thev freely exercised in udmlttiug or 
excluding any who might come among 
Ibem. Nor were they auy less strict in ex- 
acting from their own numbers tlie sub- 
mission which they required of others.1 


The 'Jailing men In the colony\vere unhes- 
itatingly called lo account for the slightest 
departure from the established system. 
This system, the lecturer claimed, was 
perfectly understood, by the dissenters, who 
from lime lo time were found among them, 
and who bad therefore como (o llio colony 
•with aclear understanding of the treatment 
which they mighl expect. The conclusion 
oflhe whole discussion was that the TurU 
tans of Massachusetts liay, in Him making 
intolerance the corner-stone of _lhcir eccle- 
siastical and social structure, werejlbrough- 
oul consistent with themselves, and tbat 
tliose who suffered persecution for coming 
among them, hail only their own lolly lo 
reproach. The territory belonged lo the, 
corporators, and they miast fairly claim 
the right of saying who should dwell upon 
it. Their enterprise was radically dis- 
tinct from lhat of the settlers of I'ljniouih, 
whose experiment Ihey viewed with not a 
little suspicion aud dislike.

candid men will agree with it, we have BO 
doubt of Ihe substantial correctness of the 
view which Dr. Ellis has so forcibly pre- 
sented, and il is a most gratifying evidence 
of the growth of a sounder historical crit- 
icism among us that such a view should 
have been presented with acceptance to a 
Boston audience.

In short, so far 
from being Ihe promoters of great move- 
ment, men like \Yinthrop and Cotton Dud- 
ley prove, on examination, of very moder- 
ate calibre. They were designed for village 
deacons rather than for founders of States. 
' .Had not their schemes speedily fallen to 


pieces, the experiment of New England 
colonization would have proved a very pal- 
try affair indeed.
